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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20-27, 30, 31 and 33 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 20, 30 and 33 teach towards a method, system and code for determining 
for a wireless device a signal coverage along a route for a wireless device comprising 
the steps of receiving signal strength information for a signal, receiving location 
information representing a geographic location for one or more first locations, 
determining one or more local means based on the received signal strength information 
and a speed of a receiver of the received signal strength information, estimating one or 
more second locations for the one or more local means based on the one or more first 
locations, transforming the one or more second locations into the route; and calculating 
the signal coverage for the route based on a signal coverage for at least one of the one 
or more second locations. 

While the prior art teaches mapping coverage based on mobile locations, the 
prior art fails to teach or suggest mapping coverage along a route based on mobile 
locations. Claims 21-27 and 31 are allowed based on dependence on claims 20 and 30 
above.
